THE FINANCIAL DEPRESSION AFFECTS THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Reductions in school appropriations have been taking place 
throughout ‘the country during the past 2 or 3 years. Large Industria} 
and commercial centers were affected earlier by the financial depres. 
sion than was the more largely residential city of Washington, “'T 
first. serious reduction in school appropriations In Washington Wa 
made in the school year 1932-33. Still further and more drastic 
reductions in school appropriations were made in the appropriations 
for the school year 1933-34. 

In Washington, as elsewhere, at. the same time that the schoo} 
system is experiencing reductions in appropriations, the demands 
of the public schools are increasing as a result of new services required 
and an extraordinary increase in enrollment. In short the schoo} 
system must provide more educational service out of less money, 


REDUCED APPROPRIATIONS FOR 1932-33 
SALARIES REDUCED 


The appropriations bill for the District of Columbia carrying 
appropriations for public schools passed Congress June 29, 1939, 
covering the school year beginning July 1. The appropriations 
carried in this bill for salaries of officers, teachers, clerks, custodians, 
and other employees were modified by general economy legislation 
enacted by Congress at the same session. 

The annual increases in salaries for teachers and officers as provided 
by law were not allowed during the school year 1932-33. This meant 
a reduction of $100 for all teachers and $100 or $200 per year for all 
officers who had not reached the maximum. 

No money was appropriated for the promotion of superior teachers, 
who by law were eligible and qualified for promotion to a higher salary 
classification. This not only meant the loss of $100 during 1932-33 
for a limited group of teachers of unusual merit, but a continuing loss 
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., income for such teachers during the remainder of their service as 


hers. : 
ten kewise, as for a number of preceding years, no annual increase in 
; mpensation was provided for clerks and custodians in the public 

ools. F . 

Pare the annual increase in salary was withheld from the employees 
.. the department of school attendance and work permits and the 
ommunity center department. 

The economy legislation enacted by Congress for 1932-33 provided 
or a reduction of 8% percent in the salary of all Government employees 
covering officers, teachers, clerks, custodians, and all other personnel 
in regular employment under the Board of Education. This reduction 

salary was put into effect by requiring employees other than 

teachers and officers to take two days’ furlough per month without 

ay. since teachers and officers could not readily be furloughed their 
salaries were reduced 8% percent. 

Subsequently the new Congress called in special session imme- 
diately after March 4, 1933, enacted further economy legislation, 
and under the authority of that legislation the President of the United 
States instituted a 15 percent reduction in salaries for all Government 
employees 10 lieu of the 8% percent reduction prevailing at the time. 
The 15 percent reduction in salary went into effect April 1, and 
peginning that date the requirement of taking compulsory furlough 
was rescinded. ; 

Consistent with the reduction in salaries of annual employees as 
required by congressional legislation, the Board of Education reduced 
the scale of pay for night-school officers, teachers, and custodians 
by the spay percentage of reduction of 8% percent and subsequently 
15 percent. “vials 

his same general principle was followed by the Board of Education 
in reducing the compensation of employees in the summer schools 
of 1932 and 1933 when their established scale of pay was reduced 
by 86 percent and 15 percent, respectively. 


MAINTENANCE APPROPRIATIONS REDUCED 


The Appropriations Act for 1933 carried substantial reductions in 
funds for educational supplies, maintenance, and repairs to buildings. 

The fund for manual training out of which all vocational supplies 
and equipment are furnished was reduced from $85,000 in 1932 to 
$75,000 in 1933. 

The appropriation for textbooks and educational supplies, out of 
which day school pupils, except students in the teachers colleges, are 
furnished their books and supplies, was reduced from $225,000 to 
$200,000. 

The contingent fund, which covers a large number of maintenance 
items for which no specific appropriations are otherwise provided, 
and represents the only free money available for discretionary use by 
the Board of Education, was reduced from $175,000 to $165,000. 

The fund for repairs and improvements to the 175 or more public 
school buildings was reduced from $492,000 to $437,500. 


CAPITAL OUTLAY REDUCED 


The appropriation for buildings was reduced from $2,720,000 in 
1932 to $1,473,500 in 1933.

‘As is recorded elsewhere in this annual report, it became Necessa, 
during the school year 1932-33 for the school authorities to take 
action looking toward the feeding of an increased number of school 
children who were attending school without adequate feeding in the 
home. Notwithstanding the fact that the Board of Education has n, 
legal authority, the corporation counsel rendered an opinion to the 
effect that the school facilities might properly be used under such cir. 
cumstances for such purposes. The unemployment situation repre. 
sented by the increased number of needy families not only necessitated 
official action on the part of the school authorities, but imposed addi. 
tional responsibility on the school officials, increased the concern of 
teachers in their efforts to instruct such children, and in many jp. 
stances prompted teachers and officers to come to the financial assist. 
ance of such pupils. The regularly established cafeterias in senior 
high, junior high, and yocational schools furnished free lunches toa 
large number of pupils in those institutions who were unable to pay 
for their noonday lunches, and to whom employment in the lunch- 
rooms could not be offered as a means of earning their lunches. 

The effects of the financial depression and unemployment are to be 
seen in two other developments in the enrollment in the public schools 
during the school year 1932-33. The first is an increased enrollment 
of a double the ordinary increase in enrollment preceding 
1929. This is to be accounted for in a large measure by the inability 
of boys and girls of junior and senior high school age to obtain employ- 
ment. In many instances they were compelled by law to attend 
school, and in other cases they voluntarily continued their education 
rather than join the ranks of the unemployed. 

In connection with increased enrollment during the school year 
1932, the school authorities were compelled to give renewed attention

The first appropriations bill for 1934 having failed of passage before 
the adjournment of Congress on March 4, a second appropriations 
bill for the District of Columbia was necessarily introduced in the new 
session of Congress. As soon as the bill passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives on April 5, it-appeared probable that still further reductions 
for 1934 would be made by the new Congress, substantially below the 
appropriations for 1933.

THE PROBLEM REGARDING OFFICERS 


The reduction in the appropriation for officers for 1934, after due 
consideration is given to the 15-percent reduction in salaries, to the 
positions prorated in 1933 that will require full salaries in 1934, and 
to the new positions required in 1934 due to the opening of new 
schoolhouse accommodations, involves a reduction in the number of 
officers employed on June 30, 1933, sufficient to effect a total savin 
in the appropriation for officers in 1934 of approximately $20,000. 


HOW THE PROBLEM WAS SOLVED 


At the meeting of the Board of Education held May 25, 1933, the 
Board approved the following ways and means of solying the problem 
regarding officers: 


By the reduction in the expenditures for 1934 represented bythe salaries of 
two teaching principals at the Bradley and Ambush Schools, which have been 
consolidated during 1933; 

By the retirement of officers at their request; 

By the consolidation of teaching principalships and the creation in lieu thereof 
of a lesser number of administrative principalships; 

By the possible reassignment of officers; 

By assigning heads of departments an increased teaching program to provide 
first-class technical instruction in junior and senior high schools, and as a means 
of justifying possible transfer of funds to the appropriation for officers for teaching 
purposes; and 

By the closing out or reorganization of any positions that can be abandoned or 
reorganized which may hecome vacant through resignation, retirement, or death 
up to June 30, 1934.

THE PROBLEM REGARDING CLERKS 


The reduction in the appropriation for clerks for 1934, after due 
consideration has been given to the uniform 15-percent reduction in 
salaries, the positions prorated in 1933 that will require full salaries 
in 1934, and the new position required in 1934 due to the opening of 
a new junior high school, involves the reduction in the number of 
clerks employed on June 30, 1933, sufficient to bring about a total 
saving in the appropriation for clerks in 1934 of approximately $3,200. 


HOW THE PROBLEM WAS SOLVED 


At the meeting of the Board of Education held May 29, 1933, the 
Board approved the following ways and means of solving the problem 
regarding clerks: 


By the closing out of a position that is to become vacant by June 1, 1933, 

By filling the Taft clerical position by transfer of a clerk within the service;

By the termination of the services of temporary teachers by June 29, 1933; 

By the termination of the services of teachers whose ratings are unsatisfactory; 

By the closing out of any positions that can be abandoned which may become 
vacant through resignation, retirement, or death, between now and June 30, 1934.

The almost complete elimination of the building program for the 
public schools for 1934 will inevitably result in increased congestion. 
Because of a more adequate construction program during recent years 
congestion in the schools has been gradually reduced. 

In 1920 there was a shortage of 487 classrooms for elementary 
schools. Through a construction program this shortage has been 
reduced, and on November 1, 1932, there was still a shortage of 176 
classrooms for elementary-school purposes. Portables have been 
reduced from 78 in 1920 to 22 on June 30, 1933. Part time was 
reduced from 168 classroom needs to 39 classrooms in 1932. The only 
way in which inevitable increased enrollment can be taken care of in 
the public schools is through a part-time program for elementary, 
junior, and senior high schools. ( es 

The most acute congestion in Washington is now in the senior high 
schools, The enrollments on November 1, 1932,in the eight senior high 
schools was 2,252 pupils in excess of capacity. This figure represents 
an enrollment of approximately the capacity of our largest high school.

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Eastern High School is already on a limited staggered-hour program 
and the Western High School is faced with the same necessity, 
The enrollments in the junior high schools are kept within the 
capacity of the buildings by retaining pupils in the elementary schools 
who ought to be accommodated in the junior high schools. 
The only way to ayoid the unfortunate educational consequences 
attending congestion in our schools is by the construction of schoo] 


buildings.

It has been the uniform policy of the Board of Education to submit 
estimates for land one year and request appropriations for buildings 
the next year or at an early date. Unless fend’ is thus acquired, the 
time will come when no land will be available on which additional 
schoolhouses can be built. It is imperative that land be acquired as 
soon as practicable for certain much-needed school buildings. 


EMPLOYMENT OF HUSBAND AND WIFE IN THE GOVERNMENT 


The Appropriations Act for 1933 for the legislative branch of the 
Government contains a provision relating to married persons employed 
in the Government and establishes a procedure in accordance with 
which the services of one or the other will be terminated in any depart- 
ment where necessary reductions in personnel are to be made. Sec- 
tion 213 of that act is entitled “Personnel Reductions—Married 
Persons” and is as follows: 

Sec. 213. In any reduction of personnel in any branch or service of the United 
States Government or the District of Columbia, married persons (living with 
husband or wife) employed in the class to be reduced shall be dismissed before 
any other persons employed in such class are dismissed, if such husband or wife 
is also in the service of the United States or the District of Columbia. In the 
appointment of persons to the classified civil service, preference shall be given 
to persons other than married persons living with husband or wife, such husband 
or wife being in the service of the United States or the District of Columbia. 


The General Accounting Office and the Comptroller General issued 
formal opinions holding that this section is continuing legislation.

They have been in 
continuous operation since 1886, constantly growing in number and 
power, and gradually developing in scope until, in 1932, a reorganiza- 
tion established a standardization of the program to enable students 
to earn a standard accredited diploma in 51% years. The night 
schools are open three nights a week, operating concurrently with 
day schools from September to June.
